In the event that an eviction 
does take place，iti will be the 
Sheriffs office-which must issue 
the notice， Both Sheriff Richard 
Hongisto and Undersheriff Jim 
Denman have publicly stated that 
they are against any eviction，but 
both added' that as part of law 
enforcement they must follow any 
Orders to evict. 

Denman has gone to the Inter- 
national Hotel and talked with Joe 
Diones，Chairman of the IHTA， 
and stated that he would like to 
work out any Problems together， 

The Sheriff's office has assigned 
Six employees full time to try to 
establish food and housing in case 
an eviction does come. This“social 
welfare” detail; headed by Sgt. 卫 d 
Flowers，has contacted various 
Social agencies including Self-Help 
for the Elderly，the Red Cross， 
and the Salvation Army about the 
Piobable eviction and the Prob- 
lems it may create. The Housing 
Authorities has given the Hotel top 
priority，and the welfare and 
Administrations 
have assigned their employees to 
asSsist . 

“We definitely will not be 
involved in the _ eviction,” said 
Alan Wong, 下 xecutive Director of 
the Chinatown Self-Help for the 
Eldqerly. “However，once and 让 
the peopleliving there are evicted， 
we have an obligation to find 
other places for them to stay and 
also to provide related services. 

CONCERN 

“Ithas to be a cooperative effort 
of all the agencies to help，Our 
Primary concern ii， for the 
people living in the hotel,， said 
Wong. 

The Sheriff's office has also set 
up a hotline exclusively for the 
tenants. This 24 hour hotline has 
been set up to dispell any rumors 
and to assist any tenants who

ing people answering the phones，

MONTREAL 一 The 21st Sum- 
mer Olympic Cames opened here 
July 17 after weeks of political 
activity， The team from 工 aiwan 
withdrew last week after Canada 
refused to admit the athletes 
under the designation of “Repub- 
lic of China.”

Of the three possible sites for 
Purchase， the jlargest “building 
under consideration is the six-floor 
former home of Cajifornia Blue 
Shield at 1520 Stockton Street. 
Two advantages of this building 
are its location in the area of 
“greatest recipient populatioz 
concentration” of NEMS and the 
fact that there could be rental 
income from three floors， Disad- 
vantages include the high asking 
price of $1,300,000 amd the need 
that the building be brought up to 
code for a medical and dental 
clinic. 

The relatively low asking Price 
of $650,000 is the most desirable 
feature of the building at 660 
Sacramento Street. A disad- 
vantage is that lease commitments 
tie up about one-half of the floor 
space， Also，this building is the 
least convenient for NE 下 MS- recip- 
ients and has to be brought up to 
code， 

COSTS 

The last purchase possibility is 
the 615 Grant Avenue site where 
NEMS administrative office curT- 
ently occupies two floors.Ob- 
viously，moving costs would be 
greatly reduced,， and there would 
be a store front and office space 
for rental income.， However，the 
buildqing，selling for $1,100,000 is 
not centrally located for NEMS 
recipient population，and would 
also haveto be brought up to code 
for a medical facility. 

At the NEM9 board meeting 
last week， about five of the 
recipient members of the board 
strongly opposed sacrificing 
NEMS'” future for the good of 
Chinese Hospital. While several of 
the doctors on the NEMS board 
were conciliastory toward the 
hospital in their ,statements，the 
recipients were adament that 
NEMS' future should be the top 
priority. They feel that NEEMS has 
a better recent track record than 
Chinese Hospital. 

If Chinese Hospital does _ not 
Sweeten its lease agreement offer 
to NEMS，the recipient members 
of ,the _ board may provide the 
toughest opposition to the hos- 
pital.

direct result of such continual efforts. 

Beside the DMV, the CAA has contacted other agencies including 


State Department of Industrial Relations，the San Francisco Police 


Department，and an rancisco Department of Public Health to 
imnprove the level of bilingual services,

Bank Charged with 
Sex Discrimination 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 A seven- 
day trial in which the Sumitomo 
Bank was_ charged with sex dis- 
Grimination has recently ended in 
the Federal District Court of 
Judge William Sweigert.， 

The class actien suit，brought 
by three former women employees 
of the bank，charges that Sumi- 
tomo discriminates against women 
at all levels of employment at the 
bank including hiring，promotion， 
training，compensation and ter- 


mination practices. The plaintiffs . 


are Suing on behalf of all female 
residents of California，and all 
past，present,，and future employ- 
ees of the bank who have been 
denied equal employment oppor- 
tunities. 

DENIED 

In .particular， the Plaintiffs 
charge that the bank reserves its 
Officer Training Program (OTP) 
for its _ male employees，Female 
employees, they claim, are denied 
benefits given to _ male trainees 
because women are. not deemed 
by the bank to be potential 
-0 条 icers. 

The three Plaintiffs are being 
represented' by the Asian Law 
Caucus. Attorneys in the case see 
no contradiction in-sSuing an Asian 
bank. In a statement to the presS， 
the Caucus said: “ 卫 mployment 
discrimination is still discrimina- 
tion whether the perpetrator be 
Asian or non-Asian，The fund-

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Chinese 
for Affirmative Action (CAA) has 
recently moved to a new location 
three blocks away from its pre- 
vious cramped quarters at Clay 
Street. This move into the larger 
office on the third floor of .the 
Mandarin Tower parallels CAAs 
rapid growth since' its birth in 
1969. 

“The formation of CAA took 
Place seven years ago when the 
community saw an Urgent need to 
deal with the glaring problems of 
high unemployment and racial 
discrimination which affected 
Chinatown,” said Henry Der， 
executive director of the organ- 
ization. 

CIVIL RIGHTS 

“The function of CAA is to 
promote equal employment for 
and to defend the civil rights of 
the Chinese American population 
here,” Der said.“The laws them- 
Selves are_ clear on these matters， 
however， 
them by the various bureaucracies 
and agencies in charge of admin- 
istering these laws are not， What 
results is continual unemploy- 
ment and underemployment， 
which is the denial of opportuni- 
ties for the individual to maximize 
his productive Potential due to 
racial and，in some intances， 
economic discrimination,，” he 
added. Der stated that the organi- 
zation must continually advocate 
and pressure for necessary social,， 
economic, and political change. 

Though CAA is a _ community 
based organization， 过 by no 
means serves only those living in 
Chinatown. 

“We serve also those who have 
moved .out of Chinatown. We 
must try to insure that public 
institutions，be they in or outside 
of Chinatown，are responsive to 
the needs of all Chinese Americans 
in San Francisco，The failure' of 
some of these public institutions to 
adequately serve Chinese Ameri- 
cans，Dative born and/or immi- 
grants，is another form of :dis- 
crimination which restrains the 
Social and Political mobility in 
addition to the economic potential 
of the Chinese in San Francisco”. 

Der feels that there hasn't been 
adequate ， government help ip 
dealing with employment discrim- 
ination complaints.

Program Report “Unfair 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 A highly 
unfavorable report on the states 
bilingual education program Pro- 
voked a strong denial of its 
criticisms from the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction Wilson .Riles 
Jaly 19. 

A _ Six-months” study by an 
advisory committee to the U.S. 
Civil Rights Commission， the 
report criticized the State educa- 
tion _ department for failing to 
meet the needs of non-English 
speaking students. The depart- 
ment has failed to collect data and 
identify all the students who need 
special help, the California Advis- 
OoIY Committee to the civil rights 
commission said. It has not devel- 
oped tests to evaluate students” 
progress and measture the effect- 
iveness of the bilingual programs. 
“Finally，and most significantly, 
the report said the department has 
failed to enforce compliance with 
federal and state laws on bilingual 
education , 

“UNEAIR” 

Responding on these charges， 
Superintendent of Pubjlic Instruct- 
ion Riles called the report “a 
self-serving exercise on how to 
waste taxpayer dollars, ”and an 
“unfair study based on old infor- 
mation,” 

According to Chuck McFadden， 
Special Assistant to Wilson Riles， 
the committee was selected with 
the data used in the study. 
McFadden said it relied on a 
critical report of bilingual educa- 
tion made by the Legislative 
Analysts” office in 1975， bnut 


ignored a less critical study issued 
in 1976. 
Responding to _ charges of bias， 
Regional Director of the Comm- 
ission on Civil Rights Phil Montez

lingual programs are any better 
now than they were a year before， 
There is a lack of commitment to 
bilingual education, he said. 

According to Deputy Superin- 
tendent Bob Webster, the depart- 
ment is already moving on the 20 
recommendations， among them 
collecting data，contained in the 
commission report. As for comPpli- 
ance，the _ department can with- 
hold funds, but Webster said they 
were trying to educate school 
districts on the need for bilingual 
education.
